NEEDHAM’S JJANDIDACY 


Tire San Diego Union lias succeeded 
in stirring up something of a sensa­ 
tion in political circles of the 
new 
eleventh district by suggesting that J. 
C. Needham, the present representa­ 
tive of the Seventh 
district, 
move 
down to San Diego and enter the lists 
for the nomination and election 
in 
this district. 
Mr. Needham and Mr. 
Smith, through 
the reapportionment 
plan of the legislature, are thrown in­ 
to one district, and 
will 
not 
run 
against each other. 
The Redlands Facts, whose editor 
is a congressional candidate, says the 
suggestion of the San Diego paper 
would seem to be based upon a pre­ 
sumption that 
Congressman 
Smith 
with recover his health and be able to 
make a campaign next year, which, 
as a matter of fact, though it is said 
with deep regret, is not a fact. 
Mr. 
Smith is a very sick man, and will not 
be able to go through the 
physical 
trials of a political campaign, in the 
judgment of his friends. 
The next question is as to how vot­ 
ers would look upon the fact of a man 
moving into a new district in order to 
get a job in it. 
Perhaps that might 
be well left to Mr. Needham to ans­ 
wer, though as far as can he learned, 
there has been no suggestion from Mr. 
Needham that he contemplates 
such 
aition. 
As a m atter of fact, the sug­ 
gestion of Needham's 
candidacy 
is 
doubtless backed by the wish of 
the 
Union, which is assiduously looking 
for a “regular" candidate, as opposed 
to a progressive, and finds what 
it 
wants in Mr. Needham. 
The Riverside Press, which is frank­ 
ly friendly to both Mr. Needham and 
to Mr. Smith,—as are both the Facts 
and the Register, 
and which at the 
same time is consistently in the ranks 
ct progressive papers speaking poli­ 
tically as well as otherwise, states the 
matter in this fashion: 
‘‘The most interesting and surpris­ 
ing piece of political news in Califor­ 
nia for several months is the report 
that Congressman Needham is 
con­ 
templating moving to San Diego and 
becoming a candidate for nomination 
in the new eleventh district. 
Some of 
the reactionary papers 
are 
talking 
about .Needham having been 
gerry­ 
mandered out of his district by the 
.Johnson administration. 
T hat is all 
nonsense, 
It is true that under the 
new jdan of congressional districts 
Needham and Smith are thrown into 
the same district; but it lias been gen­ 
erally understood that the condition 
of Smith's health will render it impos­ 
sible for him to be a candidate next 
fall and that would leave Needham 
wit ii a clear field in the San Joaquin 
valley district.

Stanislaus county; but as has been 
ingested above, that fear seem s to be 
without foundation. 
Thy hest thing 
lur the citrus fruit interest:; apparent­ 
ly would be to see I hat Needham is 
returned to the house from the sev­ 
enth <1 int riot, and that a practical or­ 
ange grower like Francis (’utile or S. 
Cl. I,vans oi Riverside, is selected to 
represent tho eleventh 
district. 
If 
Needham is brought down 
here 
to 
compete in the primary, he might be 
defeated; for there would be some op­ 
position to him as a sort of intruder 
in the district. In that case. he would 
be lost to the fruit interests and we 
should have the misfortune o f sending 
new men to tile house from both the

and 
eleventh 
districts. 
That would certainly he a serious mis­ 
fortune when we could just as well he 
sure of Needham 
from 
the seventh 
district, aud another good, strong man 
who Is interested in tho protection of
